Gush Emunim serves notice

TEL AVIV. — Gush Emunim will 
soon resume large-scale settlement 
attempts In Judea and Samaria, its 
leaders told the press here yester- 
day.

The Jerusalem Municipality... 
Helpful or mean to big families?

Soviets cut foreign income 
of dissidents, Jews 


MOSCOW (UPI). —- In an appa- 
rent strike at Jews and political dis- 
sidents, a government official said 
yesterday that the Soviet Union will 
confiscate valuable foreign-currency 
gifts from abroad and replace them 
with Soviet money at a reduced 
rate. 

‘The move touched off immediate 
alarm among dissident Jews, who 
have lost their jobs and subsist 
mainly on gifts from American and 


the amount they have so far been 
receiving. 

One of the first to suffer from the 
new ruling could be dissident phy- 
sicist Andrei Sakharov, who ex- 
pected to receive a $122,000 award 
as part of the 1975 Nobel Peace

NOTICE TO WORKERS 


‘The attention of workers is drawn to the provisions of the Annual Holidays Fund 
Law, 1951. 

The Annual Holidays Fund Law requires eruployers to pay to 9 holiday fund a sum 
equal to at least 4% of workers’ wages, to cover the holidays of workers in their 
employ 75 days during one year or during two consecutive years.

Workers are asked to apply to their mearest branch of MIVEAHIM General Holidays 
Wand, to check whether their employer is paying holiday money for them, and to 
receive the amount due to them. a 

The MIVTAHIM Holidays Fund pays to members the full holiday money standing 
to his credit, as received from the employer, without reduction of any expenses.

You are requested to explain to the workers you represent their rights under the 
Annual Holidays Fund Law. Please make sure that workers entitled to receive 
holiday money from the Fund apply immediately to the nearest branch of MIVTA-

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Overpopulation — Egypt’s 


greatest economic problem

ONE OF THE REASONS said to 
have been behind President Sadat's 
decision to sign the latest interim 
agreement with Israel — and thus to 
risk serious trouble with many of his 
Arab friends and allies — Is Egypt's 
current economic plight. Among the 
sources of this plight, population 
growth must be given priority of 
place. 

A few facts and figures are in 
Place. According to statistics based 
on the latest census, the population 
of Egypt totalled about 37,000,000 on 
March 18, 1975, an increase of 1,000,- 
000 during 15 months and represen- 
ting an average annual increase of 
812,000. This means, according to 
General Jamal Asker, head of the 
Department of Mobilization and Cen- 
sus, that a new baby is born in Egypt 
every 39 seconds. In Cairo alonc. 
there is a new mouth to feed every 
2% minutes, and in Alexandria every 
elght minutes. ᾧ 

The overall population growth 
between the end of the 18th century 
and today has roughly been as 
follows: In the year 1800, Egypt had 
4 population of about 2.5 million; in 
1900 the figure jumped to 10m.; In 
1950, 20m.; in 1966, 30m.; in January 
1974, 36m.; and Jast March, 37m. By 
the end of the century, it is estimated 
that the Egyptians will number at 
least 60m. souls. 

The position is depicted as being 
extremely grave in Cairo and Alex- 
andria, Egypt's two major cities. 
The population of Cairo City is now 
5,859,000 and of Greater Cairo, 
6,757,000; and in the Province of. 
Cairo, 8,405,000. The inhabitants of 
Alexandria at the time of the census 
numbered 2,303,000, representing an 
increase of 75,000 in 15 months. 

Finally, there is the problem of 
steadily increasing population densi- 
ty. A high rate of population growth, 
unaccompanied by comparable ex- 
pansion of the habitable area or by 
significant emigration, has resulted 
In an Increase in density probably 
unknown anywhere — from 410 in- 
habitants per square kilometre in 
1927, to S45 in 1966, to 1,040 in 1975. 
This means that in less than 50 years 
population density has more than 
trebled. 


THIS STUPENDOUS population 
growth has been attributed prin- 
cipally to the sharp and steady fall in 
death rates not compensated for by a 
similar fall in birth rates. Attention 
ig now naturally turned to this latter 
problem. A conference held in Cairo 
last May and in which experts from 
many of the disciplines concerned 
took part, recommended a 10-year 
plan aimed at reducing the birth 
rate, which now stands at 3.4 per 
cent, to 2.4 per cent by 1982 at the 
latest. The Higher Counci! for 
Population and Family Planning is 


. said to have actually adopted this 


- recommendation though it is not yet 
clear whether the plan has been put 
into effect, or if the funds required 
have been approved by the quarters 
concerned. 

But it is not a question merely, or 
even principally, of funds and 
allocations. In Egypt. the whole sub- 
ject of family planning — which of 
course is only another name for birth 
control — is beset by many dif- 
ficulties having to do largely with 
popular attitudes, religious pre-

judices, and superstitions. True, it is 
generally realized thet population 
growth at its present rate is bound to 
result in the virtual paralysis of the 
economy. It is estimated, for in- 
stance, that at least two-thirds of all 
economic investments in Egypt in 
recent vears were wasted merely on 
maintaining the existing standard of 
living in face of the population 
growth — a state of affairs which has 
led the regime to its present ‘‘open- 
door’’ economic policy and a number 
of desperate efforts to encourage 
forelgn investments in Egypt. 


However, it seems to be far easier 
to persuade prospective foreign in- 
vestors than prospective Egyptian 
parents.It is even more difficult to 
change the traditional stand on the 
subject taken by the religious 
Establishment. Recently, the 16th 
session of an 


calling 
itself ‘‘The Constituent Assembly of 
the League of the Moslem World” 
met in Jedda. High on the list of the 
subjects discussed by the dignitaries 
assembled was: “Birth Control and 
the Dangers it Poses to the Political, 
Economic and Social) Reality in the 
Islamic Countries.” 

Needless to say, the dangers of 
birth control as ived the 
Constituent aebsiy mere! very 
grave indeed and the strictures 
against its introduction equally 
severe. A few weeks later, another 
Moslem body, the Council of Moslem 
Organizations and Societies in Jor- 
dan, adopted a resolution at a 
meeting in Amman in which it 
managed to be more specific — and 
somewhat more liberal. However, it 
declared itself distinctly opposed.to 
pirth control as general policy. 

The Council's stand is that the 
whole subject of family planning and 
birth control is “8. “question 
which must be left to the family itself 
to decide upon in the light of its own 
needs, material status and health 
considerations.‘* However, the 
problem should under no cir- 
cumstances be presented as a public 
igsue nor ought it to be discussed on 
the national plane. 


sone 


This is because, according to the 
Council, “our position as Arab 
peoples differa from that of those 
other nations which advocate (fami- 
ly) planning and (birth) control.” 
This point is amply clarified as 
follows: The Arab world, which ex- 
tends from the Atlantic Ocean to the 
Arab (Persian: Gulf, with the 
vastness of its territories, the fertili- 
ty of its lands, and the richness of its 
mineral resources, can feed more 
than 500m. people and make them {| 
live In affluence and happiness. The 
fact is, however, that its present pop- 
ulation totals no more than 120m., 
that is to say somewhat less than a 
quarter of the “required number.” 


THIS, OF COURSE, Is woolly, con- 
fused, and at best simplistic thinking 
and it is not likely to offer any con- | 
solation whatever to those in Egypt 
whose duty it is to ensure food and 
housing to almost a million new 
arrivals every year. To say that ‘the 
Arab world" can offer affluent and 
happy living for half a billion souls is 
in all probability sheer nonsense, 
taken at its face value and in this day 
and age. But even if it were true it is 
difficult to see how that could affect 
Egypt in any way — except in the 
sense that she can ‘‘export'’ 
teachers, engineers, doctors and 
skilled workers to those Arab coun- 
tries which are wealthy but thinly 
populated. But this brain — and 
skill — drain is of course a net loss 
for Egypt even in purely economic 
terms. 

To leave it to every family to 
decide, in the light of its own needs 
and health and status, sounds far 


more sensible; but it-is-easier said |: 


than done. Two kinds of obstacles 
arise here. In the first place, many 
Egyptian families — especially in 
rural areas and among the labouring 
classes — actually need more

CALIFORNIA'S austere new Gover- 
nor, Jerry Brown, bas heen deliver- 
ing his belt-tightening message to

ten months now. And while the peo- 
ple love Brown's assault on costly 
Big Government, overpaid officials, 
and spendthrift legislators, the 
politicans don’t appear to be listen- 
ing. 


In Sacramento, state capital of 
California, as in Washington D.C., 
bureaucrats and elected officials 
continue to grow fat at the tax- 
payers’ expense. Both here and in 
the seat of national government, 
lawmakers recently voted 
themselves a handsome in- 
crease before going off on a lengthy 
vacation — this in a time of reces- 
sion, high unemployment and urban 
financial crisis. 

And howls of dismay went up in 
Sacramento when legislators learn- 
ed they might lose one of their tax 
concessions. It seems that the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service is taking a hard 
look at the living expenses allowed to 
politicians. Many Californian law- 
makers draw $30 a day ‘“‘away-from- 
home" expenses although, since the 
legislature became a full-time body 
in 1967, they actually live in 
Sacramento. The IRS. of course, 
has no power to change that — but it 
is trying to tax expense allowances 
as earned income. 

Governor Brown, it may be recall- 
ed, who, on taking the reins of power 
last January 1, rejected the guber- 
natorial Cadillac in favour of an old 
economy-sized Plymouth; who 
refused to move into the new $1,300,- 
000 governor's mansion, choosing in- 
stead a $250 a month depreasion-era 
apartment and paying the rent out of, 
his own pocket. The $15,000 which 
the state provides annually to rent a 
home for its chief executive thus 
went back into the public kitty. 
There was public praise for this, but 
few followed the example. 

Jess Unruh, state treasurer and 
former Big Daddy of Californian 
politics, quickly ordered a 1975 
model Cadillac at_a cost of $10,323 
from public funds. Not to be outdone, 
Attorney-General Evelle Younger 
purchased two Lincoln Continentals, 
at $9,400 apiece, possibly out of con- 
cern over the depressed state of the 
auto industry. Others, no Jess ex- 
perienced at feeding from the public 
trough, did Likewise, although Ms. 
March Fong, the new Secretary of 
State, chose a used Cadillac. 


IN THE PAST, lawmakers have 
traditionally augmented — and often 
doubled — their salaries with fees 
from outside speaking engagements. 
Of course, this meant afew 
votes on major issues such 85 abor- 
tion, mass transit, and so forth, now 
and then.

Democracies mobilize better for defence 


“THE COST of defence” was the 
subject of a lecture given last week 
to the Israel Society for Military 
History by Prof. Pinhas Zussman, 
former economic adviser at the 
Defence Ministry, now its director- 
general. Most of the lecture was 
devoted to a general and historical 
review, but it also included several 
points of topical importance. 

It is not true — Prof. Zussman said 
— that democratic societies are Jess 
able to mobilize their economic 
potential for the defence effort than 
dictatorships.

THROUGH THE initiative of the 
Italian Consulate-General in 
Jerusalem, an extremely enjoyable 
programme of Italian Baroque 
Music was presented by the Israel 
Philharmonic Brass Quintet (Ian 
Eshed, Rafael Glaser, trumpets;

Aliya Bet worked with considerable freedom in Spain in 1945-47 
arranging the flow of Jews from Europe to British-mandated 
Eretz Israel; emigration of Jews from Morocco in the 1950s 
was organized through the Spanish enclave of Ceuta and 
Melila, and Gibraltar, with the cooperation of the Spanish 
authorities; in 1957 Spain granted visas to many Egyptian 
Jews who were thus enabled to flee Nasserist Egypt; and it 
was only under Franco, the dictator, that Jews were allowed 
to meet publicly for prayer for the first time since the Expul- 
sion in 1492, F 
With the eclipse of the Franco regime it is now inconceivable 
that a new Spanish administration will be able to continue 
under the same conditions prevailing for the generation after 
the civil war. Prince Juan Carlos will inevitably bave to intro- 
duce reforms. It can only be hoped that the “new Spain” does 
not turn out to be like the “new Portugal” which has shown 
in unparalleled form how quickly a country can fail into chaos.

ONE OF THE main arguments put 
forward by those who accuse Zionism of 
being a form of racism is that the move- 
ment stresses the ethnic origin of people 
of Jewish extraction. Israel, they say, 
regards itself as the centre and homeland 
of people living in other countries. It 
grants citizenship to any Jew im- 
ting to Israel immediately upon 
arrival. It appeals for support from peo- 
ple of Jewish origin ali over the world. 
The substance of this ‘‘charge"’ is, 
indeed, true. But is it unique to Zionism 
alone, among all the world’s national 


movements? 


Poland, for example, maintains a 
special state organization to work among 
major Polish communities all over the 
world. Not only ‘Polska, the special 


journal designed for Poles abroad, but 


the general press in Poland carry fre- 
quent glowing reports about the 
“Polonia" organizations in various coun- 
tries which attempt to embrace all people 


of Polish origin. 


These organizations work for the 
preservation of Polish identity, for giving 
support to Poland in every possible way. 
Poles in France, Canada, England and 
the U.S. collect money for various pro- 
jects in Poland. They give political sup- 
port for Polish demands such as the in- 
corporation of former German territories 
into Poland. They send delegations and 
mass tourist groups to ‘the land of their 
forefathers," who are received in Poland 
"as “‘compatricts,"" and if important 
entertained by the highest of- 

ficiala of the land. Moreover, Poland is 
constantly conducting a campaign for the 
repatriation of ethnic Poles to their 

“fatherland."’ Hundreds of thousands of 

such ethnic Poles were “‘Ingathered" into 
Poland from 811 over Europe and from 
the Soviet Union. Some are even retur- 
ning from the U.S. and Canada. They are
